Notification 
of Non-Delivery No 


Longer Sent Publishers. 


By a recent decision of the legal bu- 


reau of the postofiice dc partment, the 
sending of notification cards to the pub- 
Ushers of second-class mail matter when 
it is not delivered, is held to bo unnec- 
essary. 


This ruling, juet sent out by the de- 


partment, is as follows: 


"Curd notice to publishers, of non- 


delivery of copies of publications ad 
mitted to the second class, under the 
Act of July 16, 1891, not obligatory. 


"Under the advice of the law officer 


of the Department, it it, held— 


"That since the act of July 1C, 1834, 


authorizes the transmission in the mails 
at the second-class rates of postage of 
certain periodical publications without 
rfgarcl to the possession of a legitimate 
list of subscribers, and consequently it 
is not required that copies sent to non- 
subscribers shall bear a distinctive 
mark—such ae 'sample copy'—it is held 
that the sending of the card notice pro- 
scribed by section 05G and section 5 
to the publishers of such publications 
is not obligatory, especially when it ap 
pears from their character that they are 
issued largely for free distribution. 


"In case of publications of obvious 


value, where the customary notice of 
non-delivery is not applicable, card no 
tice No. 3540 must bo sent to the 
publishers, 


"Postmasters will govern themselves 


accordingly."

DEATH OF JUDGE HILTON* 


After a Lingering Illness He Pastes 


Away at Saratoga.

Judge Henry Hilton died here late 
yesterday afternoon, after an illness 
of more than a week.

Henry Hilton was born 4n October, 


1824, in New burg, -\. Y. When lleury 
was a small child his father moved to 
New York, and was engaged in busi- 
ness here until his death, living In 
Wooster street. 


Ex-Judge Hilton was known widely

General Merclcr to bis feet, to fall for 
the second time into the hands of La- 
bori. 


Maurel said he had only seen one of 


the documents of the secret dossier. 


"Which one?" demanded Labor!.

tioned General Mercier as probably 
knowing more about the matter than 
he did. 


Labor! seized the chance to recall 


General Mercier.

how he knew this, who spent it. and 
other questions which the General was 
unable to answer. 


A question as to how the bordereau 


arrived at the office of the General 
Staff, its date, etc., was then intro- 
duced, which led to a strange scene for 
a court of law. 


Then M. Laborl proceeded to take up 


the Panizzardi despatch aud to bring 
out the contradictory translations of 
It and the falseness of the final version. 


After heorinc Gen. Mercier and Gen. 


Chamoin on the subject Col. Jouaust 
declared the court would rule out the 
evidence. 


The examination of Gen. Mercier 


having been concluded Col. .Touaust 
asked Dreyfus if he had anything to 
.say. and the prisoner in a calm voice 
replied to Mercier's statement that he 
(Dreyfus) could have obtained the in- 
formation about the artillery, promised 
in the Bordereau, while staying at 
Bourges, where artillery trials were 
being held. 


Dreyfus entered into an explanation 


as to how he spent his t'me. showing 
that he did not inform himself about 
the trials of the new gun brake. He 
pointed out that the Cnptain shook 
him by the hand when he returned to 
the prison, which is at variance with 
what Gen. Tlisbonrg recounted. 


"Moreoyer," cried Dreyfus, "when a 


frightful charge has been hanging over 
a man's head for five years people ought 
not to talk of convictions, but should 
bring proofs. Otherwise I cease to un- 
der«tand the matter." 


This indignant protest caused a deep 


sensation in court 


A tinmber of other witnesses were 


heard, but their testimony was uninter- 
esting and the court adjourned early.

Shout* llegt. 


Mahomet's coffin is said to be sus- 


pended betwixt earth and heaven, and 
as many good uecple believe that he 
will stretch hlmsel", yawn and wake up 
by and by, for them he may be said to 
be in a. state of suspended animation. 
The last resting places of many peo- 
ple who are called eccentric because 
they 
chose their own last 
resting 


places—and thereby, no doubt, attain 
to the grewsome 
satisfaction of the 


gentleman wno slept in his coffin—are 
scattered throughout 
many odd cor- 


ners of the British 
Islands. Laird 


Weir of Kirkha', near Androssan, 
Scotland, rests in a clump of bushes 
at his "road foot," i. e., the place 
where the old private road to Kirkha' 
joins 
tho main road. Similarly, in 


England, "The Miller's Tomb," near 
Worthing, is the name of a queer lit* 
tie reservation, where, under a plain, 
ordinary stone, tb-? owner of a neigh- 
boring wind-mill sleeps his last sleep. 
William Liberty—who, by his name, 
should have 
been an American—se- 


lected the side of a lonely footpath, 
running across his estate, near the vil- 
lage of Faulden, England, for 
his 


grave. Here he was burled in 1777. and 
his wife, Alice Liberty, was buried be- 
side him In 1809. Immediately before 
she expired, this venerable lady ex- 
claimed, "Give me Liberty or give me 
death." All the other "origins" for 
that famous saying are apocryphal. 


Captain Backhouse, 
one of "John 


Company's" faithful servants, bought 
an estate in Bucks—which is "short" 
for Buckinghamshire—on his retire- 
ment. He died at the age of 80. and. 
In accordance with his wishes, he was 
burled In his own wood, with his sword 
by him and, thus placed and equipped, 
he defied all the*evil spirits in exis- 
tence to injure htm. The evil spirits 
did not bother him, but a relative did, 
who in after years caused him to be re- 
moved to the churchyard. This pious 
relative probably thought that conse- 
crated giound was more of a defiance 
of evil spirits than was an old sword. 


Sir William Temple, who 
died In 


1800, had his heart buried under a sun 
dial in the garden of his palace—Moor 
Park, near Farnham. Sir James Tillie, 
who died twelve years later at Pentilly 
Castle, Cornwall, was deposited, In ac- 
cordance with his instructions, under 
a favorite summer house, seated in a 
chair with a table and bottles before 
him. 


Baskerville, the famous printer, re- 


poses 
beneath a windmill; while a 


Stevenage farmer named Trlgg was 
lapped in lead, and deposited in the 
tie-beam of his barn. Many London- 
ers are familiar with Leith Hill, near 
Dorking, and its tower, beneath which 
one Hull, a bencher of the Inner Tem- 
ple, was burled at the end of the last 
century. One Faithful, a shepherd, 
who daily led his Hock to pasture on a 
high summit of the Cbiltern Hills, was 
here, by his own wish, laid to rest, 
with the epitaph—

Lobsters Are Intelligent. 


Where the notion originated .that 


Jobstei'h don't kuo\v enough to got out 
of their own way Is more than can bo 
told, but it did not originate with men 
who had experience with lobsters. The 
lobster is really clever. 


\n.v one who ever saw a lobster get- 


ting out of bis shell and taking refuge 
in tho shelter of a rock would know 
that he has a uiiud. After ho has shod 
his shell he knows that he Is fair game 
for anything that has claws and jaws 
and he ftoes into u'tlrement. lie dooA> 
not come out until he has grown a 
complete now shell. The lobster only 
cluinges bis shell when be is growing. 
After lie stops growing he gets along 
with tho old one. He may grow to bo 
any slzo, from two pounds up to thirty. 


When he Is ready to get out of his 


shell he splits his' armor across the 
back at the first joint of the carapace. 
That does not require cleverness so 
much as main strength, but wht does 
require cleverness Is to extract the 
flesh from the small limbs and from the 
claws; also to drw ills eyes and the 
stems on which thoj are mounted back 
from tho bony eye case and stems of 
the cast-off aruidr.

erally used? Simply for the reason 
that the Bible is usually printed in 
small type and Is always very evenly 
set, and the impression of the type on 
the paper Is very light, but enough to 
hold the gold leaf in place Without in- 
juring it. Another book that is used 
for the same purpose is the Book of 
Common Prayer, the small typo <nli- 
tions. of course. The paper is always 
very fine and smooth and when print- 
ed the leaves are just adapted for the 
purpose of holding the gold leaf. 


"The first time 1 was asked for an 


explanation on this point was when 1 
had a store for the sale of artist's ma- 
terials. A gentleman who bought sev- 
eral books of English-made gold leaf 
came to me and asked me if paper was 
so scarce where the gold leaf was 
made that they had to cut up Biblw 
for the purime of packing the leaf. 
He had noticed that the sheets of gold 
leaf were packed between sheets of 
printed paper, but paid no attention to 
it until ills eye caught a Scriptural 
text that had often puzzled him. It 
was the passage 'Iron slmrpeneth iron; 
so a man sharporieth the countenance 
of his friend.' Then he saw that the 
gold leaf was placed !>etweon cut-up 
paces of the Bible. lie seemed to 
think that the sheets of the- Bible were 
used by some religions manufacturer 
who thought some one might be con- 
verted by reading a stray text. Ho 
said he was almost startled \\lieu be 
read the text he was puzzling over 
and looked disappointed when I ex- 
plains! In a matter-of-fact way why 
pases of the Bible weie used. 


"Ouce or twice very excellent people 


who bought this gold lea) from mo 
were indignant when they found that 
the Biblo was cut up to hold it, and 
told mo I should uot encourage tho 
profanation by selling that Kind of 
leaf. Others who were of a dillerent 
temperament said they were glad to 
see it, as It might lead to some people 
reading 1e.\ts of Scripture, by glancuig 
with curiosity at the printed sheets, 
who never took :i Bible In their bands. 
They held that no matter what form 
it took it was a good thing to circulate 
texts of Scripture."'

On the seventh day of the month of 


Schawwal, in the year 1254 of the He- 
gira—which is the 
Arabian way of 


writing Dec. 25, 1839—the Sultan of 
Oman, whose name was Seyyid Saood, 
Bin Sultan Bin Ahmed, addressed a 
gracious 
letter to "His 
Excellency, 


Martin Van Buren, President of the 
United States of North America," in 
which he informed the President that 
he had sent him by the royal ship Sul- 
tanee a few trifles as a token of friend- 
ship and good feeling. These trifles 
consisted of two Arabian korses and 
their groom, one 
bottle of attar of 


roses, two pieces of gold, five demi- 
johns of rose water, one Persian car- 
pet, one gold ornament with silk tas- 
sel, four camel's hair shawls, one gold- 
mounted sword, two large pearls, a 
string of 350 pearls, one gold plate, one 
bottle of diamonds, one gold snuff box 
studded with precious stones, and one 
box of mixed pearls and diamonds. 


Under the Constitution, the Presi- 


dent is prohibited 
from accepting a 


personal gift from any foreign State 
or power, and as the Sultan's gifts had 
arrived in New York 
and the com- 


mander of the Sultanee would not 
leave the country without presenting 
his master's offerings, an embarrass- 
ing complication was the 
outcome. 


The matter was finally referred 
to 


Congress, and after three months of 
correspondence, red tape, diplomacy, 
and legislation the Sultan's Christmas 
presents were finally' accepted; and 
Then the 
President was put to the 


trouble of selling the horses, the 
shawls, and the rose water, while Un- 
cle Sam was given the further trouble 
of finding a Suitable place to store the 
remaining gifts and was afterward put 
to great expense in capturing the thief 
who carried off the entire collection in 
a bag and was only caught after a long 
chase.—The Ladies' Home Journal.

Canada and Australia send us 
lambs and sheep, the River Platte our 
ox tongues, Hamburg and Rotterdam 
our pigs. What an advertisement for 
•the Navy League! 
What an object 


lesson for those who declare our fleet 
is overgrown! 


It passes human comprehension to 


think what would become of London 
if our command of the sea were lost 
and the foreign supplies failed! if the 
150,000 live cattle from America that 
swell the meti'opolitan cattle herd dur- 
ing the year never reached tlieir des- 
tination; if Holland's half million of 
sheep were forced to remain on the 
home pastures—in short, if the 140,000 
tons of meat, neither bred nor fed in 
these islands, that London annually 
consumes, ceased to appear in the but- 
chers' shops of the metropolis. 


The Japanese Woman. 


The chief duty of a Japanese woman 


all her life is obedience; while unmar- 
ried, to her pare'nts; when married, to 
her husband and his parents; when 
widowed, to her son. In the "Greater 
Learning of Women" we read: 


"A 
woman should look upon her 


husband as if he were Heaven itself, 
and thus escape celestial punishment. 


"The five worst maladies that afflict 


the female mind are: Indocility, dis- 
content, slander, jealousy and silli- 
ness. 
Without any doubt these five 


maladies afflict seven or eight out of 
every 
ten women, 
and from 
them 


arises the inferiority of women to men, 
A woman should cure them by self-in- 
spection and self-reproach. The worst 
of them all, and the parent of the oth- 
er four, Is silliness!" 


The above extract shows us very 


clearly the position which women have, 
until quite recently, taken in Japan. 
As a German writer says, her condition 
is the intermediate link between the 
European and the Asiatic. On the one 
hand, Japanese women are subjected 
to no seclusion, aud are as carefully 
educated as the men, and take their 
place in society; but, on the 
other 


kand, they have absolutely no inde- 
pendence, and are iu complete subjec- 
tion to their husbands, aonts and other 
relations. 
They are without legal 


rights, and under 
no circumstances 


can a wife obtain a divorce or separa- 
tion from her husband, however great 
his offense. 
Notwithstanding this, in 


no country does one find a higher stan- 
dard of morality tlian among the mar- 
ried women of Japan. Faithlessness is 
practically unknown, although the 
poor little wives must often have much 
to put up with from their autocratic 
lords and masters. They bear all, how- 
ever, silently and uncomplainingly, 
their characteristic pride and reserve 
forbidding them to show to the outer 
world what they suffer. We Europeans 
might well in inanv respects imitate, 
and have still much to learn from our 
little cousins in tta Par East.—Corn- 
hill Magazine.

Dr. Towle found that the wound was un 
inch deep, but not dangerous. 


Keir was locked up- He is undoubt- 


edly confused mentally. 
The reason 


;hat he gives for his attempt at suicide 
s that which drives so manyj peo- 
ple in Lis condition to self destruction. 


He declares that everybody, even his 


3est friend, is hounding him and mak- 
ing hia existence miserable. He has 
been employed in Ireland's shoe factory 
at Dover for quite a while and has been 
in the custom of ridiug back a nd forth 
daily to his home, in Eochester, where 
nis father is a quite well-to-do cob- 
bler. 


He told the oftioers that during these 


rides on the cars people were continu- 
ally slurring him and casting all sorts 
of vile epithets at him. 


This is, of course, only imaginary, for 


they say in Dover and Rochester that 
tie is reckoned a good fellow and has 
many friends. 


Keir has in noxvise the appearance of 


a "bum." He is well dressed and of a 
good personality. He is afcout thirty 
yearsjof ago, and unmarried. 
Two or 


thiee dollars was found iu his pockets. 


He did not appear to regret his fool- 


ish act, today. He did say, however, 
that he thought he could get along 
beiter away from Dover, [and that he 
wouldn't go back there. 


This forenoon Asfistant Marshal West 


telephoned the circumstances of the 
case to the senior Keir, and he is ex- 
pected here on ftii afternoon train from 
Rochester. 


Young Keir lias been sitting iu the 


officers' room at the police station quiet- 
ly today. He looks like the last man 
who would think of resorting to sui 
cide. 
He is a native of Scotland, and a 


Knight Templar.
